Field practices in the cultivation of 
Strawberries vary tn different sections 
of the country to conform to climatic 
end soll conditions, ‘The factor most 
éutiuenced by conditions of soll and cil- 
mate is the time of setting. In some 
Beciions the rainfall will perinit of ei- 
ther spring or autumn plinting, while 
fn vtbers plants can only be successful- 
ly set during the fall. 

Selection of Soil, 

The sull considered best sulted to the 
cultivation of the strawberry In the 
poriheastern part of the United States 
fs what is known us a sandy or gravel- 
ly loam. A warm, quick soll, although 
Daturally poor, is to be preferred to a 
beavy, retentive soil well supplied with 
plant food. ‘The lacking plant food can 
eusily be supplied by the addition of 
fertilizers, while the physical charac 
teristics of the soll can only be tmodi- 
fied with great difficulty by cultivadon, 
drainage and the addition of organte 
Biatler. Congenital soll and exposure 
ere therefore important considerations, 
The plants not ovly thrive better on 
Mgt solls, but the crop ts more abun- 
Gant, and the berries are larger and 
sweeter. The perlod of maturity can 
also be moditied within reasovable lin- 
fis by selecting solls which force or re- 
tard ripening, by securing suntherp or 

astern exposures, which give the plants 
the advantage of the first warm days 
of spriug, or by placing them on north. 
ery und western slopes, where by the 
use of heavy mu'ches the tline of rip- 
ening may be delayed as much as ten 
@ays, and by the use of late npening 
ports can be extended even longer. 

‘Yhe land to be devoted to the grow 
tng of strawberries sbould, If possible, 
be planted in a cultivated crop, such 
@5 potatoes, beans or corn, at least one 
year previous to setting the plants, ju 
order that the larvae of such Insects 


twenty cart londs of well decomposed 
stable manure per acre, either plowed 
under or incorporated with the soll by, 
furface culture after plowing. If sta- 
ble manure ts not avaliable plant food 
thould be supplied by a liberal use of 
finely ground bone, chemical manures 
and potash, The use upon the plants 
at blooming time of highly nitroge 
nous Manures, such as nitrate of soda, 
at the rate of about 100 pounds per 
acre, often proves of grent value. If 
it can be applied in solution tt will 
give quicker results than if put on in 
the form of a salt. If the fertility of 
the soll is little more than suflicient to 
support this plant when the heavy 
strain of frult production comes on the 
plant will only perfect the pnmber ot 
fruits its food supply will allow; bence 
the advantage of applying quickly 
avallable plant foods just at this crit- 
jen time, 

Plants with small crowns—< e, a 
moderate growth of leaves—and with 
ao abundant development of fibrous 
roots are the most desirable. If the 
leaf area seems to be too great for the 
root system of the plant the removal 
of two or three of the older leaves will 
prove an advantage. 

Norticultural varieties of strawbér- 
Tiles occur with Imperfect (or pistillate) 
flowers as well as with perfect flow- 
ers (those containing both stamens and 
pistils), It is important that the plant- 
er give careful attention to this point 
in waking his plantation, os a patch 
made up of pistillate sorts alone will 
be unproductive, while many such 
sorts when properly interspersed with 
perfect flowered varieties have proved 
to be our largest fruited sorts and most 
prolife bearers. There is no way of 
distinguishing the perfect from the 
imperfect plants when not In bloom, 

When to Set the Plants. 

There are several considerations 
which govern the time and manuer of 
setting strawberry plants, The time 
to plant depends io humid regions more 
upon the rainfall than upon any other 
factor, If there are not timely rains 
at the planting season to give the
